It will be 
a World’s Exposition and North 
Carclina will be—absent—so far as 
State authentication is concerned. 
And that absence, ascribed to chur- 
lishnuess, sectional hate or nigyardly 
economy will make the least possitile 
‘inpression upon the great aggregate 
representation of the World’s wealth 
and progress—while it influences 
mos. seriously the future fortunes of 
onr State. We drew attention some 
time since to the casual sight by a 
Frenchman of one of North Caro- 
lina’s productions at Vienna, by 
which the germ of a great colony— 
already partially arrived—was plant- 
ed, How much more magnificent 
the effect if North Carolina had 
been presented under the authority 
of the Legislature with decency and 
dignity and laid before the eves of 
the world her varied, almost limite. 
less treasures, gathered from the 
mountain tops or valleys, down 
to the shores beat with the surf 
of the restless Atlantic. 

Prof. Kerr indomitable in bis en- 
ergies, burning with State pride, 
and intelligent in his appreciations 
will be there with what he can get 
and what he can gather by private 
effort.
